NEW COPYRIGHT LEGISLATION. 

It is already evident that the Sixty-first 
Congress will not be untroubled from after- 
math of the copyright controversy from which 
has resulted the Copyright Code now in force. 
It is understood that the lithographers will 
endeavor to have the manufacturing clause 
amended to cover their interests more fully. 
This will open the door, probably, not only 
to other interests which want “to get aboard,” 
but to the defenders of copyright who have 
accepted the compromises of the present bill 
in good faith, but who will be fully justified 
in reopening their side if the question is re¬ 
opened from the restrictive side. 

Although the extra session was called by 
the President for the express purpose of con¬ 
sidering the tariff bill, advantage was taken 
of the session to introduce several thousand 
bills for future consideration by the House. 
Among these is H. R. 11796, introduced by 
Representative Campbell, of Kansas, July 23, 
a bill “Suspending the patent and copyright 
laws of the United States when a patent or 
copyright or any article or product protected 
by patent or copyright is owned, used, or 
leased by any trust or monopoly in violation 
of any law in restraint of trade.” This is a 
familiar scheme which has in one shape or 


another come already before the public eye. 
It represents the extreme, indeed, the redtic- 
tio ad absurdum, of anti-trust legislation, and 
perhaps its real authors do not fully realize 
how radical and destructive is the bill. In¬ 
terpreted into other commodities, it means 
that the title to a piece of land, or the owner¬ 
ship of the historic umbrella, so Often cited 
in copyright controversies, would be clouded 
in the case of the land or denied in the case 
of the umbrella, should they come into legal 
possession of a concern which was adjudged 
to be a trust or combination in restraint of 
trade. The confusion which would result as 
to the ownership of the land is evident; the 
result would be no less confusing and de¬ 
structive in relation to copyrights. No one 
could safely buy or sell a copyright with cer¬ 
tainty as to its value, because some lease of 
the copyright, for instance, might be held 
by a trust and the whole copyright be pres¬ 
ently swept away. It is scarcely to be feared 
that the Committee on Patents would give 
any favor to a measure so extraordinary as 
this, or that Congress would pass it, or that 
the courts would do other than declare it un¬ 
constitutional as a violation of the right' of 
property. It is only worth while to point out 
the character of the bill as an indication of 
hew extreme a view can be taken of copy¬ 
rights and patents by those in opposition to 
the protection of intellectual creations. 

In fact, this is the whole gist of the copy¬ 
right controversy in which the unfortunate 
Statute of Anne has for two centuries in¬ 
volved Great Britain and her daughter na¬ 
tion. In a large measure the new Copyright 
Code represents the true theory of intellec¬ 
tual property, as for instance, in giving to 
the assigns of the owner the original rights— 
a fundamental condition of the law of prop¬ 
erty. This is in line with the authority given 
by the Constitution to Congress to grant ex¬ 
clusive rights to authors and inventors. Un¬ 
fortunately, though this general principle has 
been adopted, the new law immediately be¬ 
gins to make exception and limitation, as in 
the importation clauses. Whether Congress 
authorized to grant exclusive rights, has the 
authority to grant partial rights only, by lim¬ 
iting exclusive rights, is a nice constitutional 
question.. But it is a pity that with a Copy¬ 
right Code which is so great an improvement 
on previous copyright legislation, the Com¬ 
mittee on Patents cannot be given a year or 
two vacation and that the friends and oppo¬ 
nents of literary property should not be con¬ 
tent to let well enough alone for a while. 
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We print elsewhere in full the report made 
to the American Bar Association at its annual 
meeting this week by Arthur Steuart, Esq., 
chairman of its Committee on Copyright, 
with respect to the present copyright code, 
which is characterized as “A very distinct 
advance in the law of copyright in the United 
States/’ Mr. Steuart adds: “It is undoubt¬ 
edly true that the new statute involves a large 
number of new questions which will require 
much litigation and construction by the 
courts to determine just what the law means, 
but we believe that the consistent and logical 
character of the statute will be found to be a 
very great improvement upon the condition 
of the law as it existed prior to this act.” 
The report is able and judicial, and is the 
more important as coming from a chairman 
who participated most helpfully in the pro¬ 
gress of the construction of the law. One of 
the most important arguments at the con¬ 
gressional hearings was that made by Mr. 
Steuart on common law rights as applied to 
copyright, at the fourth hearing, January 20, 
1909, printed in full in the report of that hear¬ 
ing. Mr. Steuart spoke in support of the 
clause in the fourth section of the Washburn 
Bill, providing “that subject to the limitations 
and conditions of this act copyrights secured 
thereunder shall be entitled to all rights and 
remedies which are accorded to any species 
of property at common law.” In connection 
with his argument Mr. Steuart presented an 
analysis of thirty-three specific rights of an 
author at common law in his unpublished 
work *as to which the law gives full protec¬ 
tion. Unfortunately the committee did not 
accept Mr. Washburn’s clause, although the 
section as to unpublished works is thoroughly 
comprehensive. 


A BILL TO SUSPEND COPYRIGHT ON 
ARTICLES OWNED BY TRUSTS, ETC. 

The following was introduced in the 
House of Representatives, July 23, 1909, 61st 
Congress, 1st Session, as H. R. 11796, by Mr. 
Campbell, of Kansas, and was referred to 
the Committee on Patents and ordered to be 
printed: 

A Bill 

Suspending the patent and copyright laws of 
the United States when a patent or copy¬ 
right or any article or product protected 
by patent or copyright is owned, used, or 
leased by any trust or monopoly in vio¬ 
lation of any law in restraint of trade. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That (a) 


whenever any letters patent issued by the 
United States, or any article, commodity, 
compound, device, mechanical appliance, or 
machine protected by patent; or, (b) any 
copyright issued by the United States or any 
article, musical composition, musical instru¬ 
ment, or device for reproducing music or 
musical composition, or any picture, book, 
pamphlet, or any other work of literature or 
art protected by copyright, is owned, leased, 
used, or controlled by any individual, firm, 
association, syndicate, corporation, or com¬ 
bination which is engaged in any vocation, 
business or enterprise in violation of any law 
of Congress or of any State prohibiting, re¬ 
straining, or regulating trusts, monopolies, or 
combinations which operate in restraint of 
trade, the right to any protection under the 
patent or copyright laws of the United States 
shall cease and terminate. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the 
Attorney-General of the United States, or 
any United States district attorney for any 
district of the United States, to institute or 
cause to be instituted suits in law or in 
equity when the facts shall warrant such 
suit or suits, as provided in this Act, in any 
circuit court of the United States where the 
patent or copyright referred to in section one 
of this Act is owned, leased, used, or con¬ 
trolled, or the articles or products referred 
to in section one are manufactured, used, 
produced, or sold in violation of this Act. 

Sec. 3. That the final judgment or finding 
of any circuit court of the United States that 
any letters patent or copyright, or any article, 
compound, commodity, device, mechanical 
appliance, machine, or any article, musical 
composition, musical instrument, or device 
for reproducing music or musical composi¬ 
tions, or picture, book, pamphlet, or any other 
work of literature or art protected by letters 
patent or copyright, is owned, leased, used, 
or controlled by any individual, firm, associa¬ 
tion, syndicate, corporation, or combination 
engaged in any vocation, business, or enter¬ 
prise in violation of any law of Congress or 
of any State prohibiting, restraining, or con¬ 
trolling trusts, monopolies, or combinations 
which operate in restraint of trade shall oper¬ 
ate as a forfeiture or cancellation of such 
letters patent or copyright. 


AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION COPY¬ 
RIGHT REPORT. 

The following is the report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Conyright of the American Bar As¬ 
sociation, submitted through its chairman, 
Arthur Steuart, Esq., of Baltimore, at the 
annual meeting this week: 

To the President and Members of the American Bar 
Association: 

Your committee was appointed three years 
ago to co-operate with other interests in an 
effort to obtain a revision of the copyright 
law of the United States. That law at that 
! time consisted of a great patchwork of enact- 
j ments, which had been made from time to 
I time to meet special needs, and was most un- 
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scientific and incomplete and in many partic¬ 
ulars defective. 

The interests engaged in the effort to ob¬ 
tain a revision of the law consisted of prac¬ 
tically all of the industries of the United 
States which were to any considerable extent 
interested in copyright property, including, of 
course, authors, musicians, artists, publishers 
and others. The effort to remodel the law 
grew out of a message sent by President 
Roosevelt to Congress among the earliest of 
his official acts, and we are glad to be able to 
report that one of the last things he did be¬ 
fore retiring on March 4th was to approve 
the new Copyright Bill. 

The English system of creating the copy¬ 
right estate by publication with notice prior 
to registration has many advantages and has 
been adopted as a phase of the statute. The 
legal remedies for infringement have been 
made uniform in their application to all 
classes of copyright property,. there being 
abundant civil remedies for infringement and 
a drastic criminal remedy for wilful and re¬ 
peated infringement. 

One of the points upon which the most 
serious contest took place in the framing of 
the bill was the protection of musical copy¬ 
right. Never prior to this time has any 
copyright law in any part of the world 
given to musical copyright absolute control 
of the musical composition for all purposes, 
with the result that pianola records, phono¬ 
graph disks, and other removable parts of 
mechanical music-producing machines were 
held to be free of the control of copyright, 
and generally speaking this is the law of the 
world to-day. An attempt was made on the 
part of musicians to apply the same general 
law of property to musical compositions as 
is applied to all other forms of copyright 
property, but for certain considerations of 
public policy the Congress was unwilling to 
grant this absolute and exclusive right. Ap¬ 
preciating the justice of the demand, how¬ 
ever, they 'consented to grant to the musical 
copyright owner the absolute right to prevent 
the use of his copyrighted composition upon 
mechanical music-producing machines so long 
as he did not himself use the composition 
for that purpose or grant the right to any 
other to do the same; but the provision when 
finally adopted provided, Section 1, Sub-sec¬ 
tion (e) : 

“That whenever the owner of a musical 
copyright has used or permitted or know¬ 
ingly acquiesced in the use of the copy¬ 
righted work upon the parts of instru¬ 
ments serving to reproduce mechanically 
the musical work, any other person may 
make similar use of the copyrighted 
work upon the payment to the copyright 
proprietor of a royalty of two cents on 
each such part manufactured, to be paid 
by the manufacturer thereof.” 

This provision introduces into the copy¬ 
right law a form of compulsory license, by 
which the public is protected against the 
possibility of monopoly; but the copyright 
proprietor is deprived of that absolute con¬ 
trol over his intellectual creations which 
would seem to be guaranteed by the Consti¬ 


tution in the words (Article 1, Section 8, 
Clause 8) : 

“Congress shall have power to promote 
science and useful arts by securing for 
limited times to authors and inventors 
the exclusive right to their respective 
writings and discoveries.” 

The Supreme Court has held, however, in 
the case of Banks vs. Manchester, 128 U. S. 
25 1 : 

“Yet the means for securing such right 
to authors are to be prescribed by Con¬ 
gress.” 

And in United Dictionary Company vs. Mer- 
riam Company, 207 U. S. 264, the same Court 
said : 

“Of course Congress could attach what 
conditions it saw fit to its grant.” 

It remains to be seen how this provision 
will operate in practice. The motive of the 
Congress was very friendly to the musician, 
but very clearly opposed to permitting any 
provision of law to become the means of 
creating a commercial monopoly. 

Since the passage of the Act there has 
been some expression of dissatisfaction on 
the part of some of the publishers with that 
provision (Section 31, Sub-section (d) which 
excepts from the operation of the copyright: 
“Any book published abroad with the 
authorization of the author or copyright 
proprietor when imported under the cir¬ 
cumstances stated in one of the four sub¬ 
divisions following, that is to say: 

“First. When imported not more 
than one copy at one time for indi¬ 
vidual use and not for sale; but such 
privilege of importation shall not ex¬ 
tend to a foreign reprint of a book 
by an American author copyrighted 
in the United States; 

Third. When imported for use and 
not for sale, not more than one copy 
of any such book in any one invoice, 
in good faith, by or for any society 
or institution incorporated for edu¬ 
cational, literary, philosophical, scien¬ 
tific or religious purposes, or for the 
encouragement of the fine arts, or 
for any college, academy, school or 
seminary of learning, or for any 
State, school, college, university, or 
free public library of the United 
States.” 

It will be noticed that paragraph 1 of this 
sub-section prohibits entirely the importation 
for private use of any book copyrighted in 
the United States by an American author, but 
permits the importation for private use and 
not for sale of a foreign print with the au¬ 
thorization of the foreign author, although 
the American edition may have been copy¬ 
righted in the United States. By another 
provision the prohibition of this section is 
made inapplicable to the authorized foreign 
edition in a foreign language, of which only 
a translation into English has been copy¬ 
righted in the United States. 

The third paragraph, which permits the 
importation for use and not for sale of not 
more than one copy of any such book in any 
one invoice by libraries and the like, is not 
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limited to the copyrighted works of foreign 
authors, but includes foreign prints of works 
copyrighted in the United States by American 
authors. These clauses have received very 
serious criticism since their adoption by the 
publishers and the authors, who claim that 
it is highly illogical to grant to foreign au¬ 
thors an exclusive right to print, re-print, 
publish, copy and vend their works, and then 
carve out of that exclusive right a general 
privilege in favor of any individual who 
chooses to violate it by importing for his 
own use a copy of such work published 
abroad by authority of the author, and there 
seems to be no answer to this criticism. 

The criticism has still more potency when 
applied to the right granted to public libra¬ 
ries to import a foreign edition of any work, 
whether by a foreign author or an American 
author, notwithstanding the exclusive privi¬ 
leges granted by the copyright to the author 
in the United States. It is contended by the 
publishers that the prime object of the copy¬ 
right law is to increase the value to the au¬ 
thor of the exclusive privilege of printing and 
selling his writings, so as to encourage the 
author to devote his time and talents to the 
production of valuable literary works, and 
it is maintained, with force, that every sale 
of which the author or his American pub¬ 
lisher is deprived by this exception is a de¬ 
preciation of the reward which the author is 
entitled to receive and a depreciation of the 
advantage which he has to sell when he ap¬ 
proaches his American publisher. 

On the other hand, it is contended that it 
is quite as much an object of the copyright 
law to promote the general distribution of 
literature as to encourage the author, and 
that the right to import a foreign edition pub¬ 
lished by the author’s authority in a foreign 
country, and presumably under copyright 
abroad, is no injury to the author, because 
the sale abroad produces as much profit to 
the author as the sale in the United States, 
and that while that sale abroad deprives the 
American publisher of the sale, the American 
publisher is not the person to. be principally 
considered, and the American public is en¬ 
titled to have within its reach in the public 
libraries of the country the best editions of 
the works printed anywhere, and it is to be 
presumed that the libraries will buy for their 
own use the best editions, and that they will 
not buy foreign editions if the American 
editions are as good. The force of these 
various contentions is largely a matter which 
must be settled by experience. 

It may be said that the present law is more 
favorable to the owmer of the American copy¬ 
right than the previous statute, in that it pro¬ 
hibits the importation by the individual of 
any work of an American author copyrighted 
in the United States, whereas formerly this 
was permitted. 

On the whole, your committee is quite sat¬ 
isfied that the present statute makes a very 
distinct advance in the law of copyright in 
the United States. It is undoubtedly true 
that the new statute involves a large number 
of new questions which will require much 
litigation and construction by the courts to 


determine just what the law means, but we 
believe that the consistent and logical char¬ 
acter of the statute will be found to be a 
very great improvement upon the condition 
of the law as it existed prior to the passage 
of this act. 

In accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 25 Sub-section (b), the Supreme Court 
has since the passage of the act and before 
it went into force promulgated certain rules 
of practice and procedure for seizures in case 
of infringement. These rules become a part 
of the act and will regulate the practice under 
the act so far as infringement suits are con¬ 
cerned. They are simple and direct, and we 
believe will materially facilitate the enforce¬ 
ment of the act. 


COMMUNICATION. 

SHALL RETAIL BOOKSELLER BE MAIN¬ 
TAINED? 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: In The Publishers’ Weekly 
of July 31 you published a letter which I had 
written to a certain publishing house. In the 
meanwhile, the house having issued its books 
at a net price with a discount of one-fourth 
to the trade, seme correspondence ensued, 
and the result was the following letter: 

“Yours of the yth at hand. We assure 
you that we fully appreciate what a minimum 
discount of 33 Vz per cent, means and zvhat 
you estimate the cost of doing business to be. 
However, as publishers, zve must look at the 
question from the other view. It has been 
customary for some years to publish books of 
general literature on the net price basis, with 
a discount of 25 per cent, to the bookseller, 
and the titles for which the publishers have 
created a demand have been pushed, to a 
certain extent, by every live bookseller. Our 
query is, therefore, why should the publisher 
increase the discount on this class of books 
from 25 per cent, to 33}/$ pe.r cent, unless 
there are certain definite advantages to be 
gained; and if there are advantages to be 
gained , zvhat are they?” 

In response 1o which I wrote practically 
what has been published several times in the 
Weekly, and with which those who have 
been paying attention to the subject are en¬ 
tirely familiar. I will therefore not tres¬ 
pass on your space for anything more than 
the reply which I received, and which shows 
that the representative of the house in ques¬ 
tion has apparently grasped the situation: 

“Your kind favor the nth is at hand. You 
have covered the ground thoroughly, and we 
thank you for your kind attention to our con¬ 
tinued inquiries. We cannot say at this zvrit- 
ing zvhether zve zvill be able to do anything 
toward placing our future publications on the 
fixed price basis, with a discount of 33 l /z per 
cent, to the bookseller or not. We do under¬ 
stand your claim, and again thank you for 
your kindness.”

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POSTAL MATTERS. 

SECOND-CLASS MATTER MAILABLE ONLY 
TO DIRECT SUBSCRIBERS. 

The Pest Office Department is now rigidly 
enforcing its rules in reference to the second- 
class postage privileges. Publishers can only 
send papers, under the cent a pound rate, to 
actual subscribers. Advertisers are not per¬ 
mitted to subscribe for papers to be sent to 
their customers. The third assistant postmas¬ 
ter general calls attention to this law and re¬ 
quests that it be strictly enforced. 

The section to which special reference is 
made is as follows: 

“Publications of the second class sent by pub¬ 
lishers to other than subscribers, and copies mailed 
by them in pursuance of a contract or agreement 
with an advertiser or other interested party for ad¬ 
vertising purposes shall not be accepted for mailing 
at the second-class postage rate of one cent a 
pound.” 

It is also pointed out that: 

“Persons whose subscriptions were paid for by 
firms advertising in the paper cannot be regarded 
as part of the ‘legitimate list of subscribers’ required 
by law. When such papers are paid for by an 
advertiser, it is prima facie evidence that the paper 
is being sent out in the interest of the advertiser.” 

This ruling also applies to persons who 
purchase copies in bulk, have certain articles 
marked and desire to have them sent by the 
publisher to individuals. 


ROBERT CLARKE & CO. PURCHASED 
BY W. K. STEWART. 

The business of the Robert Clarke Com¬ 
pany, publishers and booksellers, Government 
Square, Cincinnati, O., was finally disposed of 
August 18, together with the good will, to 
W. K. Stewart, of Indianapolis, one of the 
best-known book men in the Middle West, 
who will continue, the business in the name 
of the old firm, with Messrs. Hill and Thomp¬ 
son as managers. The law books and copy¬ 
rights were sold last week for $36,250 to the 
W. H. Anderson Company. The price to be 
paid by Mr. Stewart for the remainder of the 
stock and good will is $15,000. Receiver Bar¬ 
ney, in reporting the sale to Judge Dickson 
for approval, stated that he believes the sale 
is the best possible, and will permit of a 
dividend of seventy-five cents on the dollar 
to the Laning creditors and 40 per cent, to 
the general creditors. The Clarke Company 
went into the hands of Howard Barney as 
receiver February 13, 1908. Ben B. Dale is 
attorney for the receiver. Judge Dickson ap¬ 
proved the sale. Larz A. Whitcomb, law 
partner of Senator Beveridge, was on from 
Indianapolis as counsel for Mr. Stewart. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Miss Maria Parloa, widely known as a 
writer and lecturer on cookery and household 
topics, died suddenly in Bethel, Conn., on 
Saturday, August 21, from consequences fol¬ 
lowing a surgical operation. Miss Parloa 
was born in " 1843 in Massachusetts. She 
studied the methods of French and German 


cooks in their native lands. Among Miss 
Parloa’s books are “First Principles of 
Household Management and Cookery,” 
“Kitchen Companion,” “The Young House¬ 
keeper,” and “Home Economics.” She lec¬ 
tured in all the principal cities in the country, 
and taught classes in New York, Boston, Chi¬ 
cago, St. Louis, and Philadelphia. She was 
the founder of the famous Boston Cooking 
School in 1877, and established a similar 
school in New York in 1882. 

George Caeot Lodge, son of United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and private sec¬ 
retary to his father, died at Tuckemuck 
JHand, Mass., on Sunday, August 22. Heart 
failure, caused by an acute attack of indiges¬ 
tion, resulted in death. The attack was sud¬ 
den, being preceded by no serious illness. 
With his son when he died was Senator 
Lodge, who had been at Tuckemuck Island 
for twe weeks seeking rest. The body was 
taken to Falmouth and there placed on a 
special train for Nahant, the senator’s home. 
George Cabot Lodge was thirty-five years old 
and was a graduate of Harvard College in 
the class of 1895, and later took a post-grad¬ 
uate course at the University of Paris. He 
served in the navy throughout the Spanish- 
American war as an ensign. Mr. Lodge was 
the author of various poems and a drama, 
“Cain,” which.was published in 1905. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

William Winter, for forty-four years dra¬ 
matic editor and dramatic critic on the New 
York Tribune, has resigned from its staff. 
In a letter published in the Evening Post of 
August 20 Mr. Winter explains that his resig¬ 
nation is due to a recent change in the policy 
of the Tribune , which will no longer print 
articles condemnatory of bad and vulgar 
plays on Sundays, when its advertising sup¬ 
port is specially strong. Since July, 1865, 
Mr. Winter has denounced in the Tribune 
every bad, vulgar, indecent play and every 
person and every proceeding in the theatrical 
world injurious in his opinion to the public 
welfare, and until recently has not incurred 
censure from his editor for that course.

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Pointers for Publishers 


T^UBLISHERS of forthcoming books to be issued during the Fall 
season of 1909 are reminded that the Fall Announcement 
Number of The Publishers’ Weekly, to be issued under 
date of September 25, is in many respects o?ie of the most important 
issues of the year . Booksellers, generally, find it valuable in making 
up their holiday orders and for descriptive selections for their own 
catalogues and circulars. Librarians also use it extensively in making 
up their purchase lists for the new season. Note then : 

First. That the dictionary reference list of new books 
in that issue will be made up as complete as possible from 
material procurable between now and September 10. It is therefore 
very important for all publishers to send us at the earliest possible 
moment lists of their announcements, giving as much data as practi¬ 
cable of all forthcoming works. 

Second. That the number is especially valuable for 
advertising, since an advertisement supplements the reference list 
and keeps the advertiser’s descriptive announcements immediately 
before the buyer during the period he is planning for the new season. 

The bookseller, naturally, expects to find the leading books 
featured in the advertising pages, and his judgment is largely 
influenced by the publisher’s confidence in his leaders as shown by his 
advertisement. The publisher cannot expect the dealer to stock up 
on books that are apparently not of sufficient importance to be 
advertised.
